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THE SULTAN’S ALARM. 


The recent developments of Egyptian Nation- 
alism are causing some alarm to the Sultan, 
and on the 2st ulto. a remarkably worded 
telegram was despatched from Constantinople 
to the “Temps” of Paris. The despatch was

There is no doubt but that the correspondent 
of the “Temps” had good grounds. for his in- 
formation. The prohibition of the Ottoman 
authorities to allow the entry of “Al Moayad” 
and “Al Liwa” into Syria is a remarkable 
proof of the alarm of the Sablime Porte, which 
views with the utmost concern all attempts to 
undermine its traditional aathority in Egypt. 

The repeated statements of the Nationalist 
Press againat allowing Egypt to again come 
under the Turkish yoke have created a very 
bad impression at Constantinople. Recently 
Hafez Effendi Awad, of “Al Minbar” declared 
ina communication published by the “Daily 
Despatch” of London that “there is not a 
single Egyptian, who wishes to see Turkish 
authority Ye-established in Egypt,” and sucha 
bold declaration of independence is looked upon 
as sheer treason in Yildiz Kiosk.

AN EGYPTIAN “PRINCE” 


KHEDIVE’S “HEIR” IN AMERICA 


Our American contemporaries appear to 
be easily“ gulled” in so far as foreign prince- 
ships are concerned. For the second time this 
summer season they report the presence in 
their midst of an Egyptian “prinee”, the gentle- 
man in question on this occasion being deseri- 
bed as “Prince Dabro.”” A New York contem- 
porary goes so far as to say that the would-be 
“Prince Dabro” is the eldest son of the Khedive 
and the perpetrator of the article will, there- 
fore, doubtless be interested to learn that the 
heir to the throne of Egypt is eight and a half 
years old (he was born on February 20, 1899) 
and that his Highness’ name is Mohamed 
Abdel Moneim. Here are some of our contem- 
porary’s reniarks upon the supposed prince :— 

He sneaked into New York silently, spent 
his few days here, saw some of the biggest 
capitalists, and departed, with hardly more 
than a newspaper paragraph to record the fact 
that he had honored us with his presence. 

The Prince was discovered coming out of 
the offices of Henry Clews one day last week, 
and submitted to being talked to by a Metro- 
politan Section represéntative. He was dressed 
ir a commonplace suit of clothes, wore an 
every-day straw hat, and looked like an every- 
day American. His dark skindid not distinguish 
him as an Oriental, especially in these days, 
when every one goes away on a vacation and 
comes home all tanned up. 

“Tam not over here on marriage bent.” he 
said “I haven't any intention of gettingmarried 
yet (surely not at the age of 84 years). My 
visit to the United States is in the interest of 
the cotton industryof my country. Egypt, as 
you may know, has been a cotton country from 
time immemorial but in the last forty years 
the industry has grown tremendously. Now we 
want to increase it still farther. 

“I bave seen Newport. It is aremarkably fine, 
place—the greatest summer resort I have 
ever seen. American women? They are very 
beautiful. But, then, the women of all countries 
are beautiful. All women are beautiful—it all 
depends how you look a them. 

“Egypt is a wonderful country, and will some 
day be heard from. You Americans have no 
idea—in fact nobody has—of her tremendus 
growth. It is only the occasional tourist who 
goes to Cairo ér Alexandria and sees how mod- 
ern those cities are who realizes that Egypt is 
no longer a hidden land. Think of it—we have 
a* trolley line running to the pyramids, now. 
The riext thing will be these—what do you 
call them—sight seeing wagons, and electric 
lights in the Spbinx’s head, I suppose!

EGYPTIAN CIVIL SERVICE. 
A Cairo correspondent writes :— 


Among the various signs of the new regimie 
to be instituted by Sir Eldon Gorst, one of the 
most significant is to be an attempt to diminish 
the annual influx of Anglo-Egyptian officials 
into this country and to fill their poste as far 
as possible by natives. In some Government 
departments there are to be no importations 
from England this season and itis said that a 
vonfidential circular has been issued giving a 
list of the posts in the Ministry of Public 
Works, which are now held by Englishmen, 
who are to be eventually replaced by natives. 
These are only some of the symptoms, which in- 
dicate that the natives are to be given a 
ehance of governing» themselves, Of course, 
there is always a very striking example before 
the public eye of an administration run on 
purely Egyptian methods without any inter- 
ference from Europeans, for the manner in 
which the Wakfs Administration is managed 
affords an object lesson. The numbers of Euro- 
pean Officials in the Egyptian service have 
not greatly increased within the last ten 
years, Doring that time the increase only 
amounted to 562, of which 303 belonged to 
the Railway Administration, which up to late- 
ly was an international administration and not 
under Government control. Of the other in- 
creases 47 belong to the Public Works Depart 
ment, 68 to the Public Instroction Depart- 
ment, and 37 to the Ports and Lights Admi- 
nistration. These four departments 
account for an increase of 455 Europeans, leav- 
ing a balance of 107, which is a small number 
in a whole decade. 

The experiment. of decreasing the numbers 
of Anglo-Egyptian Officials in favour of the 
native element will be watched with consider-. 
able interest. Some think that the innovation is 
due tothe present Liberal Government, who 
have been induced by the unceasing criticism 
levelled by the Irish members and some Radical 
M.P.’s against the Anglo-Egyptian Administra. 
tion to insist that some such reform should be 
introduced into Egypt. Lord Cromer when 
reviewing the increase in the European element 
in the Egyptian Government service in his last 
report remarked in this subject, “I am not, 
indeed, prepared to say that it would not have 
been possible so dispense with some few of the 
Europeans who have been brought -into the 
service, bat, broadly speaking, I do not think 
that mach has happened which ean be fairly 
criticised or condemned. Under all the ciroum- 
stances of the case, some increase in the number 
of European employés was inevitable. Neither do 
I think it possible or desirable that any very 
immediate reduction in their numbers should 
take place. Indeed, some Departments are, I 
dare say, ¢ven now undermanned in so far as 
their European staff is concerned ; it may have 
to be increased.” 

When these words were written only a few 
months ago, nobody would have ventured to 
impugn the validity of his Lordship’s concla- 
sions. The fact, however, that the soundness of 
these views is to be actually tested by. 
crucial experiment lends additional interest to 
the coming reforms in the administration.

THE COTTON CROP. 


Ismail Bey Fadel, a well known native in 
the Behera Province writes to a contemporary 
as follows :— 

“| have read in the papers that some of the 
farmers and contractors estimate that the 
cotton crop will be seven millions, and others 
eight millions of cantars, clearly proving that 
there are no unusual causes affecting the cotton 
industry. My opinion is that the quantity will 
be limited to seven million cantars, and in 
support of this I give the following reasons ; 

The intense cold that prevailed during the 
time of seed sowing, postponed the sowing in 
some Moudiriehs for one month. Owing to this 
delay the shrabs did not bear enough cotton 
to be equal to the difference in the two estima- 
tes, which is one million cantars, the cold 
having an effect upon the rate of growing, 
which the farmers were obliged to accelerate 
by various means. 

The cold had the effect of retarding the 
growth for a period of more than 15 days, and 
consequently shrubs bore little summer fruit, 
as was shown in the first picking, the feddan 
which yielded three cantars last year, only 
producing one and a half cantars this year. 

This shows that those who estimated the 
quantity to be 8 millions did not rely upon 
sound information. Some contend that the 
quantity of sowing this year was more than that 
of last year by 100,000 feddans, which according 
to their estimate must give 4 crop equal to 8 
millions, but in my opinion this difference is 
enormous, and the increase is really no more 
than 300,000 cantars, and the total crop will 
be at the most 74 millions, if the farmers are 
fortunate enough to have hot weather daring 
October and the beginning of November. But 
if the weather is changeable the crop this year 
will not be more than that of Jast year, includ: 
ing the extra atea of the cultivated land! The 
best advice I can give to the is to be 
slow in selling their cotton until are sure 
of the exact state of the October weather.” -

Mohammedan marriage must 
be asserted to persons of the same social grade. 
AN ATTRACTIVE PICTURE. 
Education is considered a patent of nobility, 
Where there are several wives, the equal 
rights of each wife are legally prescribed. 
Speaking from large experience, the writer says 
the Mussalman household is quite haman and 
attractive. Affection and géntleness are the 
prevailing elements, and the devotion and 
solicitade of a husband for his family are 
worthy of all acceptance. Mohammedan women 
do not complain of their social restrictions. 
They look on the liberty exercised by their 
sisters of other faiths as a derogation from the 
modest spere assigned to the gentler sex. 
Peasant women in Egypt do not labour in the 
fields, as they do in nearly every country of 
Europe. The respect and devotion of the 
for the old and infirm are beautiful to behold. 
The severest criticism passed by the writer is 
upon the facility of dissolution of the marriage 
tie. Repudiation is the prerogative of the 
husband. The marriage contract may be broken 
at any time by his independent action. This 
right of repudiation is not so frequently 
exercised as might be supposed. Divorces are 
not more frequent in Mussulman families than 
in Christian conntries, With Moslems there is 
no disgrace or even humiliation in repudiation. 
Schools for girls are beginning to be revived 
throughout all Egypt, and the movement for 
education of women is assuming extensive 
propo: tions in that country.

SIR W. WILLCOCKS AND MESOPOTAMIA. 


One of the very oldest of old-world civilisa- 
tions was that in Asiatic Turkey. Now arid 
enough, Babylonian Mesopotamia, and the 
country between the Tigris and the mountains 
of Kurdistan were once the granaries of the 
world. The Chaldeans turned the country 
into a huge garden, studded with prosperous 
and populous cities, Irrigation, a stupendous 
system of dykes and canals, was the means of 
bringing this about; when the works of the 
ancients ceased to ke kept in repair the country 
sank back to arid waste again. 

A few years ago Sir William Willcocks 
visited that country and afterwards published 
& most interesting account of his irrigation 
schemes there.-Irrigation is once more to the 
fore in that part of the world, anda United 
States Consul at Bagdad—a “Yankee at the 
Court of Haroun-al-Rachid”—tells ts there is 
a demand for pumping plant. It is said, he 
writes, that Sir William Willcocks desires to 
crown his distinguished career by bringing 
back these regions to cultivation, and has 
prepared schemes costing some £4,000,000 
and £3,500,000 respectively. 

“I find,” writes the Consal, “that a report 
made by him soon after he visited Bagdad, 
some two or three years ago, has awakened an 
interest among local capitalists and a demand 
has suddenly sprang up for pumping engines 
and irrigation machinery. The Turkish Govern. 
ment has deposited with the Imperial Ottoman 
Bank a sum of 100,000 Turkish hres, equal td 
£80,000, which amount is to be 


in reclaiming certain lands on the Buphrates. 


The Euphrates used to follow the course shown 
on atlases, until somé years ago it ate out the 
‘bed of the Hindiyeh Canal ; the Hindiyeh 
became the Eophrates, and the bed of the old 
river became dry for a couple of months in the 
year. The former bed of the Euphrates now 
carries very little water, and as a result the 
valuable rice lands about Hillah (ancient Ba- 
bylon) have gone out of cultivation, and the 
still more valuable date gardens are rapidly 
dying out. This has caused the Turkish Go- 
vernment to take action. A French irrigation 
engineer has been employed to improve mat- 
ters, and he has prepared a scheme for a bar- 
rage across the Hindiyeh Canal, which will, 
when it is completed, divide the waters of the 
Euphrates between the Hindiyeh Canal and 
the old bed of the river.”
